A brief look at the record of 
the National, Foundation for In- 
fantile Paralysis in Mississippi, 
where it has a local chapter in 
each county, shows the many ser- 
vices fo patients which have been 


made possible by the March of 


Dimes since 1938, when the 
National. Foundation was founded. 
About $3,250,000 has been spent 
by local chapters in Mississippi 
for the care of polio patients. 

A total of 41 National Founda- 
tion scholarships and fellow- 
ships have been awarded to Mis- 
sissippt residents. 

Emergency aid in dollars and 
in equipment for polio patients 
has been generously supplied to 
Mississippi. In 1955, for exam- 
ple, a total of $94,650 in emer- 
gency aid was sent to 31 Missis- 
sippi chapters by the national 
headquarters of the National Foun- 
dation. 

In the year 1954 the amount 
was over $132,000 to 51 chap- 
ters. During the last ten years, 
$1,689,000 in emergency aid has 
been sent to Mississippi to sup- 
plement local chapter funds 
providing care for polio patients.
